Briza maxima holds its panicles when dried and may be used alone or with dried 
flowers. Honesty is prized for its satiny, parchment-like partitions of the dried seed pods. The best method to dry the 
flowers and Briza maxima grass is to cut the material before it is fully developed, remove foliage, bunch loosely, and hang 
head downward in a cool, airy, shady place. The flowers of Celosia (Cockscomb), page 38, also last a long time if dried as 
you would everlastings. Flowers should be fresh and free from water. Dry them slowly and never over artificial heat.

How to Grow Bush Lima Beans 


Easier grown than pole limas as plants do not need support. There are 
varied sizes and shapes of beans to meet your preference, whether it be the 
large thick (Burpee’s Fordhook) or small thick ‘‘potato’’ type (Baby 
Fordhook), the large flat (Burpee’s Improved) or the small flat baby 
butter lima (Henderson Bush). Some prefer one type for eating fresh, 
another as dry beans or freezing. We list the best varieties for the purpose. 

Bush Lima Beans succeed well in almost any good garden soil but do 
best in a rich, well-drained, sandy loam. As seed is sensitive to cold and 
wet ground, it must not be planted until the soil has become quite warm 
and fairly dry. Plant the seeds edgewise, eye down, 4 in. apart in rows 244 
to 3 ft. apart, and cover with 2 in. of fine soil. When the plants are well 
started, thin to stand 12 in. apart for large-seeded varieties and 8 to 12 in. 
for small-seeded varieties. Give frequent and shallow cultivation until Baby Fordhook 
blossoms appear, but do not cultivate or handle plants when they are wet.

How to Grow Cantaloupes 


To really enjoy a cantaloupe, fruits should be allowed to 
fully ripen on the vine for, with the exception of Honey Dew, 
they do not become sweeter in flavor after being picked. 

_ Fruits are ripe when the stem, attached to the melon, will 
slip from it with a slight touch of the thumb. If the stem 
does not slip off easily, the melon is not ripe and should re- 
main on the vine. Many persons can select ripe melons by 
their aroma.

Carrots may be used at different stages of growth but are at their 
best if eaten when half grown or smaller.
